His Remarkable Adventures Told 
by Himself.

His family were well nigh 
distracted over his disappearance, but 


no clew could be obtained.

His wife came to 
im, and he is home again. The young 
man tears that his father will never 
forgive him, but thinks his mother 

Altogether the experience of 
Lockwood reads like a falry tale.

A WITNESS WHO SAW THE OLD 
MAN STARK ORAZY.

He Wanted to Run Away on the 
Desert, but Was Tied to a Bale 
of Hay — Mrs. Pierce Gives a 
Chapter of Family History. 


Two important witnesses were ex- 
amined yesterday in thé Banta will 
case, and their direct and cross-exam- 
ination occupied the whole day. One 
of them threw the defense into a flutter. 
It was Frank Wilson, a young man 
who had not been thought of by Mrs. 
Banta's counsel or herself, just hap- 
pening to come into the courtroom 
while the case was going up. He was 
with Isaac Banta when the latter went 
to the mines in April, 1887, and his 
testimony was decidedly important. 
He said that on the trip Mr. Banta was 


crazy asaloon. He jumped out of the 


wagon and ran off into the desert. He 

hitched the team and went after the 
old mau. After a chase of a quarter of 
a mile, he was captured and brought 

back to the wagon. He was shouting 
and singing, and, Wilson believes, was 

crazy and not drunk. He had a bottle 

of whisky and a bottle of laudanum 

with him when captured. The witness 

stated that Mr. Banta was so wild that 

he attempted twice thereafter to get 

away again into the desert, until finally 

it became necessary to restrain him, 
and the old man was tied to a bale of 

hay in the wagon. eis 

While Mr. Banta was atthe mines 
he went away into the mountains, and 
when he came back said that he had 
discovered a very rich quartz lead. It 
never materialized, however. 

The testimony of Mr. Wilson was 
corroborative of the testimony given 
by Mrs. Banta as to her husband’s con- 
dition at the mines, and created quite 
a sensation. On cross- examination 
Wilson stuck to the points made in his 
direct testimony, and all efforts to 
shake him were unavailing. He stuck 
to it that Mr. Banta was crazy at that 
time, and was convinced that he was 
absolutely unable to intelligently take 

Mrs. Lulu Pierce was then put on 
the stand. She is a pale, delicate- 
looking woman, but gave her testi- 
mony in a clear and positive manner. 
She went into the history of the family 
disagreements at length, and stated. 
generally and particularly that her 
mother was at the bottom of all the 
trouble that had occurred. She said 
that the history. of the lives of her 
parents was one long record of bicker- 
ings and quarrels. She denied all the 
allegations made that she and her hus- 
band evey tried to influence her father 
to leave his property tothem. She 
said that her father made the will and 
deed of trust which made Mr. Pierce 
manager of the estate because he 
wanted to do so, and it was a deliberate 
and well-matured plan of his, According 
to her judgment her father was per- 
fectly sane, and was never under im-

e drank and used laudanum, but she 
did not think it impaired his intellect.

Trial of Capt. Dawson's Slayer at 
Charleston, S. C. 

CHALESTON (S. C.), June 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The McDow trial was 
resumed this morning. The State thus far 
has established beyond question the fact 
that McVow shot Dawson in the back, and 
the fact that he tried to bury the body. 

Helene, the French governess of Capt. 
Dawson’s children and the cause of the 
shooting, testified that she met McDow for 
the first time February Ist. and had almost 
daily interviews with him until the day of 
the shooting. She had an interview with 
him in Capt. Dawson’s library, also in an 
outhouse in Capt. Dawson’s yard. He 
kissed her twice. The final interview was 
in the upper part of the city, where McDow 
endeavored to take her into a room in the 
house of an old colored woman. She re- 
fused and returned home. McDow gave 
her a gold watch. He promised to get a 
divorce from his wife. She never permitted 
any impropriety, and thought McDow’s ob- 
jectin making her go into the colored 
woman’s house was to escape discovery by 
the detective, said by McDow to be follow- 
ing them.

‘WASHINGTON NOTES. 


Phelps Arrives with a Copy ot the 
Samoan Treaty. 

- WASHINGTON, June 25.— By the Associ- 
ciated Press.] William Walter Phelps. one of

MILLIONS FOR PENSIONS. . 

The Pension Office today made requisi- 
tions upon the Treasury Department for 
$15,000,000 out of the appropriation to be 
available July ist.

SAN BERNARDINO, June 25.—[Corre- 
spondence of TR Trmes.] Time does 
not seem to ameliorate the indigna- 
tion against the jury in the Marletté- 
Sullivan murder trial. On the con- 
trary, it is rather intensifying it than 
otherwise.

there was not one of them who upheld 
the verdict. The editor of the paper 


condemned the finding in pretty strong | 


terms, but the climax of arraignment 
and denunciation was reached this 
morning in a double-leaded editorial 
in the Courier of more than a column 
in extent. In rhetorical and burning 
invective the editor pictures the de- 
plorable condition of affairs soon to 
obtain ina community where juries, 
being a power unto themselves, dis- 
regard every principle of equity, Jus- 
tice and the law of evidence. i give 
a few sentences from the article which 
are fair samples of the whole: 

Here are twelve “intelligent men“ who 
deliberately decide that deliberate murder 
is blameless. 

Is it any wonder that they were bitterly 
denounced to their faces on the streets on 
Sunday morning? Is it any wonder that 
the ordinary law-abiding citizen despairs of 
the law giving him protection henceforth? 
Is it any wonder that the proposal to organ- 
ize a vigilant committee is being seriously 
agitated by many of the best. citizens of 
this valley? No; how can we wonder at 
such a proposal when we see murder thus 
sanctioned? How can we wonder at it‘ 
when juries, sworn before God and man to 
do justice in accordance with law and evi- 
dence, ignore both—defy the law, throw 
aside the evidence and tramp upon public 
opinion? The wonder would be were it 
otherwise. 

‘The law-abiding men of San Bernardino 
are patient, but they are human, and there- 
fore their patience is not inexhaustible, 
This perversion of, this mocking of, the 
law for the protection of murderers cannot 
long continue. Mock law will soon be sup- 
planted with a ruder and simpler code, 
whose decrees, though unwritten, will yet 
be permeated with the spirit of justice, 
should the San Bernardino jury continue to 
foster assassination. 

My letter.of Sunday contained an 
account of a street rumor, to the effect 
that the prisoner had said that she in- 
tended to shoot the editor of the Cou- 
rier as soon as she gained her liberty.
